N orthw estern U niversity, is the 
authority for the following sta te­ 
ments about being lost a t sea on 
a raft. 
The question of deprivation of 
food is not very serious. An adult 
may survive 40 days w ithout food. 
If the tem perature is m oderate 
and humid an adult can go IR days 
w ithout food or w ater, th a t is the 
record. The longest record of sur­ 
vival a t sea, without w ater, is 
eleven days. 


Commander Popprn 


In July 1940, Commander Pop­ 
per. foresaw the reed of w ater for 
survivors on rubb- r rafts which 
were then being placed in air­ 
planes, and tach ra ft was provided 
with some cans of fresh water. But 
these 
were 
inadequate because 
they took up too much space. 
There were some skeptics who 
believed the idea th a t sea water 
could not be used, was sim; ly a 
superstition, but actual experi­ 
m ents soon proved th a t such was 
not the case. The salts in ik a w ater 
upset th* electrolytic balance of 
the body and the excessive sait 
taken in had to be excreted by the 
kidneys and actually contributed 


while it was not as poisonous as 
sea w ater, it was not perfect. 
Finally Lieutenant Spcalm an, 
Jr., found that all salt could be re­ 
moved from sea w ater by the addi­ 
tion of uric acid, and th a t 7 , a vol­ 
umes of potable w ater was pro­ 
duced for one volume of chemical 
equipm ent, which is very econom­ 
ical. Then the Perm utit method 
was added so th a t in one end of a 
bag a filter is placed and with the 
aid of tliis and by one precipita­ 
tion in the bag. drinkable w ater is 
obtained. 
The bag and a can of chemical 
equipment with a volume of 700 
c.c. will yield 3,0t*0 c.c. of potable 
wat r. and thi- equipment will ex­ 
tend chances of survival six times 
longer than the fresh w ater placed 
in a can of the same space. 
This account makes us realize 
th a t such success^ are not the re­ 
sult of a single experim ent by a 
single genius, but several pieces 
of work and trial aw! error to safe­ 
guard our men at sea.
